Dutch King Willem - 
Alexander declares 
the end of the 
welfare state as 
austerity hits 


THE HAGUE, The Nether¬ 
lands - The Dutch government 
heralded the end of the wel¬ 
fare state on Tuesday as the 
fifth-1 argest eurozone econ¬ 
omy presented an austenty- 
dnven budget for 2014. 

"The classic welfare state 
IS slowly but surely turning 
into a society of participa¬ 
tion,"' King Willem-Aexan- 
der told parliament, laying 
out the Liberal-led govern¬ 
ment's plans for tlie year 

"It is asked of ^1 those 
who can to take responsiibility 
for their own life and that of 
tiiDse around tliem," the king 
said in the speech written by 
Prime Mimster Mark Rutte. 


Tlie king, who travelled 
through the streets of The 
Hague to address MPs and 
senators in an ornate horse- 
drawn golden carriage, said 
tlie transformation would be 
particularly noticeable in so¬ 
cial seainty and long-tenii 
healthcare policies. 

■Tlie classic welfare state 
□f the second half of the 20th 
century has ended up with 
practices in these domains 
that have become untenable 
in their current fonii," said 
the king, whose country for 
decades symbolised the west¬ 
ern European ideal of the 
welfare state.

COPENHAGEN (AFP) - A 
restaurant serving dishes 
made from food about be 
tlirown away by supemiar- 
kets and other companies 
opened its doors in Copea- 
hag en on Tuesday. 

■We had all worked in 
kitchens or supennarkets and 
seen how much food was 
tlirown away and we wanted 
to do sometlung about it," 
said Sophie Sales, a co¬ 
founder of 'Paib og Stub", 
which translates as "lock, 
stock, and barrel". 

Denmark IS already home 
to an active community of 
"freegans", people who eat 
discarded edible food to re¬ 
duce waste. 

But unlike activists. Rub 
og Stub won't go rummaging 
tlirough trash to End its in¬ 
gredients, and the restaurant 
doesn't accept food that's 
been found tlirough so-called 
"dumpster diving". 

Instead, tliey're trying to 
get to the food before grocery 
stores and other retailers 
tlirowit out. 

■We had hoped to secure 
some p ermanent deals b efore 
tlie opening but it was hard 
because tins is such a new 
concept" said Sales. 

Tlie central Copenhagen 
restaurant which is run by 
volunteers and will give all 
profits to tliree chanties in 
Sierra Leone, had to buy 
some ingredients for the 
launch. 

■Potential suppliers 
(donors) found it hard to be¬ 
lieve that its realistic and tliat 
we would really open," she 
said. 

So far, major donations 
have come from two super¬ 
market chains owned by 
Denmark's biggest grocery 
retailer, Coop Danmark. 

■It's been every tiling from 
lamb chops and duck breast, 
to big bags of grapes and 
dairy products," Sales said. 

Most products are given 
Bfway b ecause they're neanng 
tlieir expiry date. 

For supermarkets, the 
food ■wouldn't be worth put¬ 
ting on the shelves since they 
could only keep it there for 
two or three days" 

■If we get it on tlie last dsy 
before it expires, we can ei- 
tlier put it in the freezer or 
use it on the same day/ she 
said. 

Rub og Stub doesn't ac¬ 
cept food that's already been 
prepared elsewhere, and be¬ 
cause of its sourcing meth¬ 
ods, tlie menu changes every 
day

Brazil's Rousseff 
postpones US state 
visit 


BiL\SILlA(AF?) - Brazilian 
President Diliiia Rousseff 
postponed a state visit to 
Washington on Tuesday in 
protest over allegations of US 
cyberspying on her country. 

Rousseff announced the 
decision after discussing the 
espionage row with US Pres¬ 
ident Barack Dbama Monday 
m a telephone call. 

"Tlie two presidents de¬ 
cided to postpone the state 
visit since the outcome of tins 
visit should not be condi¬ 
tioned on an issue which for 
Brazil has not been satisfac¬ 
torily resolved," Rousseff? 
oEhce said. 

The visit had been sched¬ 
uled for October 23 but no 
new date was immediately 
announced. 

The statement reflected 
Brasilia's anger over disclo¬ 
sures that the US National 
Security Agenicy (NS A) spied 
on her email commumcations 
and on the state-run energy 
giant Petrobras. 

"Tlie illegal interceptions 
of commumcatians and data 
of citizens, companies and 
members of tlie Brazilian 
government represents a seri¬ 
ous act which violates na¬ 


tional sovereignty and is in¬ 
compatible with democratic 
coexistence between friendly 
countries," it noted. 

Brasilia had slammed the 
alleged spying as 'unaccept¬ 
able,'^ 

Ill Washington, Wlute 
House spokesman Jay Car¬ 
ney, said "I think it's because 
the relationship is so impor¬ 
tant and because it has so 
many facets tliat the president 
agrees with this decision they 
made together to postpone 
the visit.' 

"They both look forward 
to til at visit which will cele¬ 
brate our broad relationship 
and the president believes 
and their president believes 
as I understand it should not 
be overshadowed by a bilat¬ 
eral issue no matter how im- 
portant or challenging the 
issue may be," he added

At least 16 dead in

WASHINGTON (AFP) - At 
least two million people per 
year in tire United States get in¬ 
fections tlrat ai'e resistant to an¬ 
tibiotics and 23,0DQ die fiom 
those infections, a new' study 
says 

The Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention said 
these numbers are only a con¬ 
servative estimate. Among 
0 filer reasons, fiiey come only 
from infections reported in 
hospitals and do not address 
ones that occur in nursing 
homes and other healtli care fa¬ 
cilities. 

The numbers underline the 
importance of not overusing 
antibiotics. 

In as many as half of the 
cases studied, antibiotic use 
was notnecessaiy or was even 
inappropriate, such as in viral 
mfections, for instance, file re- 
seal'chef s said. 

The report also warns 
against the danger of miming 
short on effective treatments 
against infection wlnle the 
number of new antibiotics 
being developed fails to meet 
short-term needs. 

" I f we te n ot c ai'eful, we will 
soon be in a post antibiotic 
era," CDC director Tom 
Fneden said “And, in foci, for 
some patients and some mi¬ 
crobes, we ai'e already there. 


Losing effective ti'eatnient will 
not only undennine our ability 
to fight routine mfections, but 
also have serious complica¬ 
tions, serious implications, for 
people who have oilier medical 
problems," he said. 

Most of file IS niicrobesin- 
cluded in the study ai'e com- 
moa and were divided into 
three categones depending on 
tlieir degree of risk urgent, 
conceining and important. 

Witlun the urgent group, 
there are fiiree ofpailicular in¬ 
terest they ai'e called car- 
b ap enem-resistant 
enterobactenaceae, C difficile, 
and drug-resistant gonorrhea, 
he said. 

Hie first of fiiose is a "mght- 
niai'e bacteria" tiiat can essen¬ 
tially resist all antibiotcs and 
kill people who get it in their 
blood.

WASHINGTON (AFP) - One 
in ten US teenagers report;; en¬ 
gaging in "extreme binge 
drinking" -- downing 10 or 
more drmk£ m a mgiit — new 
research out Monday lugh- 
lightin g the puhli c h ealth n sks 
of alcohol found 

Tlie survey of ld,33'2 liigh 
school seniors found that 
hinge drinking, defined as 
conEumaig five or more drinks 
111 a row for boys and four or 
more for girls, was common, 
with one in five students ad¬ 
mitting to at least one episode 
witlim the past two weeks. 

Dnnlang at tins level makes 
driving dangerous and poses a 
long-term risk of addiction, 
deterioration of the still-devel¬ 
oping brain of the livei; tlie re- 
seai'chers emphasized. 

Tlie results -- from the sam¬ 
ple 0 f whom 5 3.3 p ercent were 
girls, (34.5 percent wliite, 11 
percent black, 13.1 percent 
Hispanic and 115 percent of 
other race/ellmicity -- found 
young men were more likely 
than young women to engage 
in binge drinking. 

Wlnte students were more 
likely til an tlieir black counter¬ 
parts to binge dnnk, as were 
the i±ildren of college-edu¬ 
cated pai'ents -- thougli ex¬ 
treme hinge diinking was 


more common among children 
whose parents were not col¬ 
lege educated. 

One drink was defined as 13 
ounces (Q 36 liters) of beer or 
a wine cooler, four ounces 
(0 13 liters) of wine, and one 
shot of liquor 

Although dnnking as a 
whole has decreased among 
high school students since a 
peak in the 1970s, researchers 
said, the lughest level of ex¬ 
treme hinge drinking of 15 
drinks or more m a row — re¬ 
ported among 5.(3 percent of 
the study sample --has stayed 
steady since 3005 . 

"The documented rates of 
extreme binge dnnking, and 
the fact that tliey have not 
changed across recent histori¬ 
cal time, support the need for 
additional reseai'chlo develop 
effective prevention andmter- 
vention strategies to reduce

In small study, healthy lifestyle 
fights cell ageing 



PARIS ^AFP) - In a small but unprecedented study, sci¬ 
entists on Tuesday said they had proof that a healthy 
lifestyle helps the body's cells fight ageing. The strategy 
is structured around a whole-food, plant-based diet 
moderate da^ly exercise, yoga-based relaxation and 
stress management, they said. Researchers recruited 35 
men, 10 of whom were asked to follow this lifestyle, 
white the other 25 were not asked to make any iifes^le 
changes at all. In addition to the diet and daily physical 
and mental routines, the 10 also attended weekly ses¬ 
sions for three months where their new skills were rein¬ 
forced by specialists, including a one-hour weekly 
"support" session. Aft^ five years, the scientists as¬ 
sessed the participants for a hallmark of biological age¬ 
ing called telomeres. Telomeres are nubby pieces of 
protein chat are attached to the end of chromosomes. 
They help to protect the precious strings of DNA code 
when a cell replicates. Looking at the length of telom¬ 
eres thus gives a telltale of cellular lifespan. Among the 
10-man group, telomere length increased significantly 
by an average of 10 percent over the five years - and it 
was higher among those who had adhered most faith¬ 
fully to the new lifestyle. Among the "control" group, 
though, telomeres had shrunk by three percent on aver¬ 
age.

than twice the $1,250 cost 
for similar tickets at last 
season's Super Bowl in 
New Orleans. The next 
tier of seats is expected 
to go for $1,500 compared 
to $950 in New Orleans. 
About 40 percent of gen¬ 
eral admission seats will 
be under $1,000. The ca¬ 
pacity of MetLife Stadium 
is 82,000, but it will be 
trimmed by about 5,000 
seats to make room for 
media, cameras and se¬ 
curity.
